TRAL OFFICE IN LINDSAY. 


After an absence of two years dur DSA uerentLne 
tng which period he trained, fought, 
and experienced many months of 
German prison Mfe Plight Lieut J. 
Wilford son of Mr. and Mra. F.R. 
Wilford arrived Inst week on thd C. 
P. R Ho enlisted in September 
1916 went overseds in January 1917 
with the RN. AS. 

‘The young officer distinguished 
bimself in his work and assigned to| 
‘the Squadron dlscharg- 
ing his dutios be to land 
in enemy torritory on Sept. 13th and 
wax made u German prisover. He 
‘was repatriated on Dee. 14th 
Lieut. Wilford states that be ro- 
ceived only average treatment in 
the hands of the Germann. He was 
punished on one occasion for not re- 
moving bis hands from bis pockets| 
and saluting a German officer. He 
ta foeling quite ft and needless to
